brief explanations for the benefit of its re EDITOR 


1. The Provincial Securities 
Interest Act (Bill No. 5) 


Under this Bill the interest on every provincial se- 
curity, including Provincial bonds, savings certificates 
and Treasury bills, including Treasury bills owing to the 
Dominion, is cut in half with a minimum rate of 2°. The 
Bill validates the Order-in-Council passed in May to the 
same effect. This Act is now in force. 


The Municipal Securities 
Interest Act (Bill No. 20) 


Under this Act the interest on municipal securities, 
including bonds and debentures, is cut to 3% from and 
after September 1st, 1936. The Act also provides that no 
judgment shall be given in any action in Court for interest 
in respect of any security of a municipality for an amount 
exceeding 3°. This means that a holder of a city or 
municipal debenture cannot recover in the courts more 
than 3°, interest. This Act, however, does not come into 
force until proclaimed by an Order-in-Council. Unless it 
be proclaimed, the Act does not take effect at all. Should 
the Act be proclaimed, at any future date. the reduction of 
interest would be retroactive to September Ist, 1936. The 
responsibility for putting the Act into force and making 
the interest cut effective so far as municipalities are con- 
cerned, rests on the government. 


3. The Debt Adjustment Act, 
1936 (Bill No. 14) 


This Act follows pretty much the lines of the Debt 

Adjustment Act, 1933. There are four features as follows: 
(a) Debts affected by the Act include those incurred be- 
tween July 1st, 1932, and July 1st, 1936. Under the 
former Act only debts incurred up to July 1st, 1932, 
were affected. Debts incurred after July 1st, 1936, 
are not affected by the Act at all. With respect to 
all debts incurred before July 1st, 1936, no action of 
any kind can be taken either to sue or to seize pro- 
perty, unless the creditor applies to the Debt Ad- 
justment Board and obtains a permit so to do. If 
the Board grants the permit, action can be taken 
in the usual way. If the Board refuses the permit, 
nothing can be done at all. 

The right of appeal from the Debt Adjustment 
Board to a judge of the Supreme Court from either 
the granting or refusal of a permit to sue or to seize 
property, is abolished. From 1933 to 1936 either 
a creditor or a debtor could appeal from the decision 
of the Board to grant or refuse a permit, to a judge. 
During that period appeals were taken by both 
creditors and debtors to the extent of 5°) of the cases 
coming before the Board. Notwithstanding that 
there was no abuse of this right of appeal, the ap- 
peal is now abolished, and notwithstanding the fact 
that the Board is a one-man Board. 
The power to declare a general moratorium. Under 
Section 32, the Governor-in given power 
to declare a general moratorium either locally or 
generally throughout the F'rovince. This is a power 
that was never before given to a government. 

The extension of the Act to include all classes of 
debts. Formerly the only debts affected were the 
debts of farmers and home-owners in respect of 
their homes, and merchants. Now the Act is ex- 
tended to include the debts of all members of the 
community and not certain classes. This new Act 
is already in force. 


4. The Reduction and Settlement 
Of Debts Act (Bill No. 15) 


This Act distinguishes between “old debts’’

debts. Old debts are defined as those which arose before 
July 1st, 1932. Other debts are those which arose after 
July Ist, 1932. In this connection, debts due to the Al- 


berta government are exempted from the operations of 
the Act. Such debts amount to upwards of $13,000,000. 

As to “old debts,” such debts are fixed as they stood 
at July Ist, 1932, with interest thereon computed at the 
contract rate. After July 1st, 1932, all interest on such 
old debts is completely wiped out and any payments of 
either principal or interest made on such old debts after 
July 1st, 1932, are credited on the debt as it stood on July 
Ist, 1932. 

As to debts which arose after July 1st, 1932, interest 
is fixed at 5% or less, 5% being the maximum allowed on 
such debts notwithstanding the terms of the contract. 
This applies not only to debts which arose between July 
1st, 1932, and the present time, but also all debts 
which will arise in this province from now on 

The provisions of the Act relate not only to unsecured 
debts, but to all secured debts, whether by mortgage or 
otherwise. 

“Old debts” are payable by instalments over a period 
of ten years, the first payment to fall due November 1st, 
1937. 

The Debt Adjustment Board is given power in case a 
debtor defaults on any of these instalments, to give a di- 
rection for the payment of part of the instalment, in 
which event the balance is extended over on future pay- 
ments. The Debt Adjustment Board is also given power, 
after making a careful investigation, to grant a permit 
to sue for the entire debt, that is, including all future in- 
stalments, where the circumstances justify such action. 

The Act also provides that where the Debt Adjust- 
ment Board has already under the former Act of 1933 
given directions for the payment of money in the year 
1936, such directions are to stand in full force and effect.

He went to Englana in 1933 and 


in the next two years flew in the 
| jubilee air displays directed by 
Campbell Black, co-winner with 
C. W. A. Scott, of the London-to- 
Melbourne air race two years ago, 
Last year he joined Imperial Air- 
ways’ staff for special training and, 
when the Spanish civil war broke 
out, he entered the employ of a 
United States news reel company 


He was attached to the insurgent 


forces under General Mola, with 
headquarters at Burgos, and in a 
letter received this week by his 
mother, he said he had “run the 
gauntlet” to San Sebastian and 
had been fired on by government 
troops with both anti-aircraft and 
machine guns as he was flying 
rather low

He wrote, however, the gunners 


“are poor shots and one would have 
to be unlucky to get hit.” 


Ross’ letter stated his airplane 


was the first out of Spain with pic- 
tures which “were considered hot 
stuff in London.” 


Another incidert he mentioned 


was flying over the Pyrenees to 
Bordeaux with pictures. He at- 
tained an altitude of 10,000 feet 
and flew “blind” in the clouds until 
he was over the mountains, after

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Canadian Trade Efforts Abroad 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C

ONSIDER the position of a private trading corporation 
(such as the Mitsui Company in Japan) dealing in min- 
eral and agricultural and sea products and in manufac- 
tured goods, sending commercial travellers abroad to 
make sales with no instructions or details as to what is 
to be sold, and no instructions as to mode and terms of 
payment. You are right in saying that no big company 
would ever do anything of that kind; but governments do 
just that very thing all the time. 


A reversal of the methods used in all official govern- 
mental trade offices maintained with a view to overseas 
trade is a very reasonably piain necessity. 


The Canadian Minister of Trade and Commerce is 
reported to have said the German authorities let it be 
known to him that Germany is in present need of quan- 
tities of raw materials. 


Surely the sensible thing to do would be to submit to 
Germany a list of raw materials which Canada is willing 
to sell; ask the German authorities to specify the ma- 
terials and quantities they want out of the Canadian list 
and to submit a proposal for payment in part cash and in 
part German exports specified in a definite list. 


Then to the extent to which things can be selected 
from the German list which can be profitably used in 
Canada without any substantial injury to Canadian manu- 
factories, business can be done. 


The same procedure would properly apply to all 
other trading nations; and the definite finding out of 
needs, and definite proposals might, and probably, render 
possible a great increase of commerce. 


The fair criticism of existing methods is that none 
of the trading nations ever get down to that actual final- 


ity which can only be based on exactly ascertained 
knowledge. 
In the trading world there are many commercial 


opportunities which are not used because all governmental 
agencies deal in generalities instead of actual facts and 
conditions. 


Any one nation could make a very great improve- 
ment by putting its trade agencies on a fact finding basis; 
getting exact knowledge of what is wanted and the 
various ways in which it can be paid for. In almost every 
case there will be an alternative method of payment which 
will not involve any injury to the home standard of living.

Today the Calgary Mustangs are the champions of the 


Northern Baseball League and with the exception of a 
couple of local exhibition tilts that are billed for Renfrew) 
Park, another season is over. By the time this is in print, 
most of the Cardinal and Mustang players will be well on 
their way to California and other southern points. | 
While the Mustangs’ victory is not nearly as im- 
pressive as it would have been if they had not bol- 
stered up with Ponoka stars, it will probably help a 
great deal in making an even better calibre ball possible 
for next season, For the first time in years Calgary has 
shown symptoms of becoming baseball minded again as 
the Mustangs battled their way up to a playoff slot and 
then lifted the title. At present the prospects for 1937 
are rosy in the south. 

Just what will happen here in Edmonton next season 
is anybody's guess at present. The season just concluded 
has not been as successful from a financial standpoint as 
had been expected. One reason was the late start which 
brought with it excessive difficulties in getting the right 
calibre players. This in turn left the teams unbalanced and | 
wobbly during the first half of the schedule. This unfortun- 
ate start cost a lot of fans who might otherwise have be- 
come regular patrons. 

There are a score of rumors floating around as to 
what the baseball set-up will be next season, but none of 
them should be taken very seriously. Conditions next spring 


will determine everything. 


Another Mile Post 


The most important thing about the season just con- 
cluded is that it marked another mile post in Alberta base- | 
ball. So far as Edmonton is concerned, the first of these 
mile posts was reached when the Senior League moved | 
from Bovle Street to Diamond Park. The second one came | 
with the building of the palatial Renfrew plant, while the | 
third came this year with the development of a provincial 
league playing the fastest ball seen in Alberta since the days 
of the old Western Canada League.
